Amid all the 
changes, hopes, and reconstructidms of our

settlement which, according “to it: chief 
spokesmen, the dominant party in Ireland 
will accept. A “settlement” whitigwould 
be unjust and unwelcome to any large 
section of Irishmen is rally iippossible 
and would be no settlement at all. Yet 
Nhat sort of “settlement” is the irre- 
ducible minimum of even the constitutional 
Nationalists.

Ireland forbids it. A country which is 
seething with sedition, where public 
opinion is intimidated—or, rather, does not 
exist at all—where the blackest crimes are 
‘committed and remain undetected, is not 
fit for selfgovernmént, and will not be 
fit’ until it suffers a complete change of 
heart. On that point the Chief Secretary 
was frank and firm, and we are convinced 
that this first declaration of his Trish 
policy in the House of Commons will be 
welcomed by all law-abiding Irishmen with 
deep gratitude and relief. Mr. Macpher- 
son told the House the plain truth about 
the state of Irelahd. Crime and outrage 
are rampant in the atmosphere of political 
unrest which the Republican movement 
has produced. We do not believe for a 
moment that the leaders of Sinn Fein or 
the mass of their followers have the 
slightest sympathy with such hideous 
‘crimes as the murders in Tipperary. and 
at Westport. They. are fanatical and 
reckless, but, as we think, clean-souled 
men. The criminal element, however, 
stalks in the shadows of the movement, 
wielding the weapons of the assassin and 
the terrorist; The country that tolerates 
its existence, whether through fear or 
apathy, is not fit for self-government. The 
recent crimes are a challenge to society, 
and the Executive must accept the chal- 
lenge. Mr. Macpherson, we are glad to 
learn, accepts it. If Nationalist Ireland 
is really worthy of self-government, she 
will demonstrate the fact now by mar- 
shalling all her forces on the side of law. 
Here is no question of politics—it is the 
still more urgent question of national self- 
respect. 

The prospect of an agreed settlement of 
Irish affairs depends on two things. Moral 
order must be restored by the suppression 
of crime and by firm dealing with every 
aspect of Bolshevism. Political education 
and social progress—in which atmosphere 
alone constructive politics can flourish— 
must be secured by a generous satisfaction 
of the country’s intellectual and economic 
needs. “These are the two articles of Mr. 
Macpherson’s Irish policy ; and, if Ireland 
be wise, she will accept them as the two 
things which are wholly necessary to her 
salvation. She will welcome them as the 
gifts of a sincere well-wisher, and will be 
anxious to help rather than hinder the 
Irish Government in its paving of the way 
towards final peace. . She will support the 
Lord Lieutenant (who, happily, has re- 
turned. to us in restored health) and the 
Chief Secretary in their efforts to make 
this country a safe place for decent men.

regard to the latest information obtained from 
the Irish Office, the Board have no doubt that 
the elections will be postponed to the later date 
fixed by the bill. 

“In these circumstances, the Councils will no 
doubt consider it advisable to defer incurfing 
expenditure in connection with the elections of 
Councillors and Guardians, pending the passing 
f the bill now before Parliament.”

The news from Murmansk is serious. 
Fears have been expressed for a consider- 
able time that all was not well with the 
Allied forces in that part of the world, 
and now comes the news that their situa- 
tion is causing anxiety. Reinforcements 
are urgently needed or the Allied troops 
may be pushed into the sea by the Bol- 
sheviks. It is to be hoped that this will 
ndt be another case of “ too late.” 

It is now certain that the Prime 
Minister will not be back: in London for 
some time unless the unforeseen should 
happen. It is rumoured from Paris that 
his difficulties at the Peace Conference 
have increased, rather than diminished, 
dpring the pat few days. Mr. Long and 

neral Seely have been summoned to 
Paris for consultationg and it is said that 
they may have to remain there some days. 
If the stories told in official circles here 
are correct, Mr. Lloyd George and Presi- 
dent Wilson are having a very keen 
struggle against a very powerful group, 
and much depends upon the events of the 
present week. 

A White Paper issued to-day Gres de- 
tails of the estimates required for public 
education in Ireland. The sum estimated 
for the coming year is £2,721,556, an in- 
crease of £519,752 on the past year. 
Administration is down for ,160, sala- 
ries showing an increase of £9,607. In- 
spection shows an increase of £6,875, at 
£58,586. Training colleges are to cost 
£71,462, an advance of £3,695. Model 
schools cost £5,061, an increase of £500. 
National schools’ estimates amount to 
£2.459.389, an increase of £499,159. 
Manual and practical instruction is down 
for £16,090, an increase of £2,323. The 
estimate for Intermediate Education is the 
same as last year, at £90,000. The En- 
dowed School Commissioners want £892, 
an increase of £37. The National Gallery 
is down for £4,150, an increase of £2,300, 
£1,000 of this sum being a grant in aid 
ef the purchase of pictures, and the re 
mainder due’ to increase in 
Science and art is down for £190,498, an 
increase of £27,105. In the estimates for 
Universities and Colleges there is a de- 
crease of £11,350, grants for purchasing 
lands, ete., being only £1,000 gpstead of 
£12,350. 

The Government have decided that

Redmond told, and told more effectively, 
in his later speeches. 

Perhaps, Mr. O'Connor did this to im- 
preas new members, ignorant of the Irish 
question.

Lord Hugh Cecil suggested the suspen- 
sion of the Home Rule Act for five years.

With regard to housing, the intention of 
the Government was to do everything pos- 
sible, and there was no reason why fifty 
thousand houses should not be provided. 
bee the general Irish problem no out- 
side intervention would be permitted, and, 
so long as the Irish situation was what it 
was, no step could safely be taken to alter 
the present system of government. He 
did not intend to make promises which 
could not be carried out, or utter threats 
which might turn out to be meaningless. 
His Irish policy was to maintain law and 
order and to safeguard the law-abiding 
citizen from the terrorist and the assassin. 

Something like consternation prevails 
among members representing agricultural 
constituencies at the power of entry on 
the land given to the authorities under the 
Land Settlement Bill where an order for 
compulsory purchase has been made.

The report of the Commission lays it down 
that it is im ible to improve education, 
having ii to the eguipment. and the build- 
ings, unless a rate is struck, Well, you struck a 
rate in this country, 1 think, nearly sixteen 
years ago, and it is perfectly clear that you 
ean make no advance till you do that. ur 
schools are inseanitary, our teachers are 
under-paid, but that state of affairs must 
go on, we are told, because there is 
only & comparatively small amount of 
money until things loox up, and the Nationa] 
id off in England. (A laugh.) There 
lain remedy suggested by the Report of 
the mmissioners, and that is that there 
ghould be a rate—a local rate. I do not quite 
gather from the report how’ they propose to 
raise that rate, or who is to raise it. But let 
me tell what ie taking place in Belfast, which 
I am boand to know most about at the present 
time. Belfast is a great industrial centre. 
85 per cent. of my own constituents are 
workingmen, mostly in the shipyards. Belfast 
has entirely outgrown its clothes, and it had 
nothing to meet the increase. In 1881 the 
nlation was 280,000, and it is now probably 
414,000, and growing every day. It contributed, 
out of its population, without eonscription, 
46,090 men, and turned out standard ships 
quicker than any other yard in the Kingdom. . 


CHILDREN WITHOUT SCHOOLS. 


Will this House believe that in such a com- 
munity there are at present from fifteen to 
tweaty thousand children who cannot go to 
school from day to day because there is no 
school for them to go to? I say it is a positive 
shame, and I have told people in Belfast, in 
no uncertain tones, that it was not their duty 
to tolerate it for one moment, and if they 
can do it in no other way they must go down 
and never leave the steps of the Chiei Secre- 
tary until their claims are met. What is the 
difficulty? There are from fifteen to twenty 
thousand. children for whom there is no room. 
Many schools are unsanitary and condemned, 
and still going on, to the peril of the health 
of the people. But there is something more 
than that The Corporation of Belfast are 
quite willing to name a rate. The Chamber of 
Cemmerce-and the Corporation have been work- 
img together, .ad have evolved a scheme. We 
are prepared in Belfast to have & rate. The 
rate recommended. by the Government for 

rimary education will do for us, because it 
is limited to maintenance of upkeep. We must 
get schools, ond we must get more modern 
schools, and we know perfectly well we can- 
not ask. for large grants sufficient to meet our 
gwants. We are willing to pay for it ourselves, 
but this Parliament will not let us do so, It 
may be said that the rest of Ireland do net 
want it. Give us a chance in Belfast. 1 firmly 
befieve that if you give Belfast a chance it 
will mot be very long Esteve the rest of Ireland 
will imitate our example. ut then there is 
sectarianism. I am very sorry for that. When 
at the general election at Belfast I said I 
was in favour of a rate, I was at once de- 
nounced by one of the Bishops, who said that 
I wanted to introduce Godilessness into Ire- 
land. Heaven knows | don’t want to interfere 
in the slightest degree, and I say here most 
that if my right hon. 
friends likes to come to terms with me 
as to provision’ through a Roman Catholic 
channel in Belfast, so as to please them in rela- 
tion to their schools, I shail not me one. 
We want schools, and better schools, and so 
far as I am concerned you can settle the 
sectarian differences in any way you like, only 
let us have decent schools, and decent teachers, 
and do not let our boys wander about the 
streets and grow up without any hope. 
(Cheers. I hope our right hon. friend wil 
tell us to-night that so far as Belfast is cop- 
cerned it will be brought up to date. By that 
I mean—I hope that he will give me all that 
is given to England and Scotland by what we 
know as the her Acts. I hope so. In Bel- 
fast I am told the bulk of the children leave 
echool at 10 or 11 years, to pass into labour. 
Nobody seems interested very much. Why? 
Because it makes a vacancy in the school, 
where there is a long waiting list. I want 
these children to go on in their schools. | 
want them to go on to the continuation 
schools, and to get the same chance as the 
boys in England and Scotland. I hope my 
right hon. friend will tell you that that is his 
policy. 

TECHNICAL TRAINING. 

We also want full powers over our Belfast 
Technical Institutes. 

Mr. Devlin—Home Rule. 
, Bir Edward Carson—I do not want to wait 
until we get Home Rule. The war nas knocked 
& great deal of politics out of me. I want to 
do my best now to show gratitude to thtse who 
won the war. I believe our Technical In- 
stitute is the best in Ireland. Anyone would 
be delighted with the instruction given there, 
but it cannot expanil. There is no money. 
Belfast is quite rich enough to pay for these 
things. Even with regard to the blind and 
the deaf, of which there were only a few 
hundred, he continued, theirs was a pitiable 
ease, relief being obtainable only through the 
Board of Guardians. Ought the House not to 
be ashamed? (Cheers.) There were the 
teachers in industrial ‘schools, who got a miser- 
able pittance, and no pensions. He knew per- 
fectly well that nothing had done more to im- 
prove the status of the teachers than the bill 
of last year. Then he would make one more 
suggestion. Might he remind them of the 
universities. he wes not goine to ask for 
further grants for them. He would only say, 
that primary and technical schools and the 
university should be further co-ordinated, so 
that scholars might be passed from primary 
education to the universities. One of the best 
ways *o accomplish that would be to have 
a Teachers’ Training College in Belfast. One 
of the most absurd things was, considering the 
population of Belfast, that teachers, to be 
trained, had t© go to Dublin. 
» Mr, Devlin--There is a Teachers’ Training 
College in Belfast now.

The Earl of Jersey said that the pledge given 
at the General lection of “Britain for 
Britishers " ought to be faithfully carried out. 
All enemy aliens who desired to remain would 
have their cases individually investigated by e 
tribunal presided over by Mr. Justice Younger. 
The constitution of the tribunal was being con- 
sidered by the Home Secretary, and would be 
| announced shortly. 

Lord Buckmaster said that the most disquiet- 
ing part of Lord Jersey's speech was his aaser- 
tion that the Government would only be per- 
forming their duty if they turned every German 
out of the country to-morrow. Such an action, 
if carried out, would be one of which the 
country ought to be profoundly ashamed, If 
base and dishonourab ledges were made at 
the election, there would be more shame in 
carrying $ out than in breaking them. 
Many of these Germans had given their sons to 
fight for us. 

Lord Wittenham maintained that the country 
had decided that every “ Boche “ should be ex- 
elled. 

: Viscount Bryce expressed satisfaction at the 
appointmegt of Mr. Justice Younger, and said 
he assumed that he would be allowed full dis- 
cretion. 

Viscount Cave said that the number of enem 
aliens who had chosen to be repatriated h 
been very large. At least three-fourths of those 
who were interned had n deported, and there 
remained only 4,000 or 5,000.

Sin,—Iin your leading article to-day oocura the 
sentence: ' We foresee that one of the first re- 
eults of the working of this bill (Children’s 
Health) will be the creation of a strong public 
opinion on the state of the netionwal milk. 
éupply."' Such a strong public opinion on this 
vital question of the milk supply is sadly needed 
in Sutton to-day. There are, as far as I know, 
three publie vendors of milk in the neighbour- 
hood who send it round to their customers, 
There does not appear to be enough milk to 
supply everybody. The result is that the 
people in the villas and larger houses are sup- 
plied, while the dwellers in the cottages have 
to do without. There is e working-class family 
living in a little cottage here where there are 
young children, and for the last three months 
they have not n able to obtain milk, though 
willing and able to pay for it, and the little 
children have been fed on condensed milk. The 
family has been increased during the last month. 
Yet there is no milk for the poor mother. I 
write only about the one case of which’! can 
epeak with certainty. There may be many 
others suffering in greater or less degree 
I am eure that, if the people in the larger 
houses were aware of this state of things, they 
would be willing to share until the scarcity is at 
an end. If favour be shown to any, eurely it 
should be children and nursing mothers in the 
matter of the milk supply.—Yours, etc., 
“A Resiperr.”
